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Vacature Ombudsman Aruba 


Het ambt van Ombudsman heeft als basis de Landsverordening houdende regels inzake de 
taken, samenstelling, inrichting en bevoegdheden van de Ombudsman (Landsverordening Ombudsman AB 2020 
No. 145). 
De ombudsman heeft als onafhankelijke en onpartijdige instantie als taak op verzoek of uit eigen beweging 
onderzoek te verrichten naar gedragingen van instellingen. 
Eenieder heeft het recht zich met een desbetreffende klacht tot de ombudsman te wenden. 
De ombudsman is een onpartijdige en onafhankelijke functionaris die op voordracht van een commissie gevormd 
door de voorzitter van de Raad van Advies, de voorzitter van de Algemene Rekenkamer en de president van het 
Gemeenschappelijk Hof van Justitie van Aruba, Curaçao, Sint Maarten, en van Bonaire, Sint Eustatius en Saba, 
door de Staten wordt benoemd voor een periode van 6 jaar. 


Algemene eisen 
• Uitstekende kwalificaties en erkende reputatie op het gebied van wetgeving, bestuur of rechtspraak; 
• De onafhankelijkheid en onpartijdigheid van de ombudsman moeten gewaarborgd zijn; eerder vervulde functies 
mogen daaraan niet in de weg staan; 
• Grote belangstelling voor de verhouding tussen burger en overheid. Goed inlevingsvermogen in zowel 
problemen die de burgers kunnen ondervinden in hun contacten met de overheid. De ombudsman is 
aanspreekbaar en beseft dat de verhouding tussen burger en overheid, naast een juridische, ook een sociale 
dimensie heeft; 
• De ombudsman moet zich gemakkelijk mengen in maatschappelijke discussies over de relatie tussen overheid 
en burger in een publieke omgeving, inspireren en met gezag bijdragen aan het publieke debat gevoed door zijn 
specifieke kennis en ervaring; 
• Beschikkend over een natuurlijk gezag. Inzicht in de factoren die dit gezag bepalen, waartoe in elk geval de 
kwaliteit, de effectiviteit en behandelingssnelheid van het werk moeten worden gerekend. 
• De ombudsman moet in staat zijn om algemene tekortkomingen in het overheidshandelen ten aanzien van 
burgers vast te stellen, de oorzaken daarvan te duiden en bij te dragen aan mogelijke oplossingen. 


Specifieke eisen

EFFORTS to address the issues related to neglected, dangerous, or 
improperly leashed pets, as well as other violations of animal welfare laws, 
continue with determination. 


During a recent law enforcement operation carried out in several neighbor- 
hoods of Noord, authorities identified various infractions related to animal 
welfare. A total of 29 individuals, including pet owners, were addressed 
regarding different violations of animal welfare laws. 


These individuals had not taken adequate precautions to ensure the well- 
being of their pets. As a result of the operation, 15 individuals received 
immediate fines, while 14 received warnings. It’s crucial to note that these 
fines can be substantial and have a significant impact on one’s finances. 
Numerous checks were conducted in various neighborhoods in Noord, 
including Semeleerstraat, Figaroastraat, Eckmeyerstraat, Frankenstraat, 
Monserat, Montaña, Sabana Liber, Noord, Turibana, Kamay, Sero Pela, 
Salina Cerca, Bakval, Opal, Safir, Esmeralda, Topaz, Boegoeroei, Alto Vista, 
Kurimiauw, Catiri, Seroe Janchi, Shiribana, Matadera, Tanki Flip, Moko, 
Papaya, Cunucu Abou, Washington, Caya Cangreu, and Palm Beach. 


These checks will continue in other neighborhoods as well. It is essen- 
tial for pet owners to take good care of their animals, abide by the rele- 
vant animal welfare laws and regulations, and prevent undesired fines. The 
fines can be substantial and may have consequences for one’s finances. 


Police Action in Noord Results in 
29 Individuals Attending to Neglected Pets 
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THE members of the Aruba Timeshare Association, ATSA, 
convened for a lunch-meeting at La Cabana Beach Resort &

Ownership properties, in attendance. 


The Food & Beverage team of La Cabana Beach Resort & Casino 
prepared an exceptionally varied and tasty lunch menu, paired 
with the resort’s signature gracious service and hospitality. 
ATSA’s President, Luigi Heredia, Costa Linda Beach Resort, 
welcomed members just before officially opening the meeting. In 
his remarks he noted that: “The timeshare industry has evolved 
significantly in the last few decades to become an attractive 
vacation option for younger customers, and the results speak 
for themselves. Today’s timeshare products allow for flexibility, 
owners clearly enjoy these options and continue to rate “overall 
flexibility” and “exchange opportunities” as their top reasons for 
purchasing a timeshare.” 


Heredia then continued that ATSA is honored to welcome distin- 
guish Minister Glenbert Croes, Ministry of Labor, Energy and 
Integration who will be sharing information on labor, and repre- 
sentatives of Minister Dangui Oduber, the Minister of Tourism and 
Public Health who will give an update on the proposed Hotel & 
Restaurant Permit Process and Fees; also update the forum on 
the progress of TPEF. ATSA would also like to welcome from the 
Aruba Hotel and Security Foundation, Dylan Molina and Patrick 
Melchiors who will give insights on initiatives for Tourism Security 
Patrol. 


Minister Glenbert Croes, then made a presentation regarding the 
island’s updated Admission Policy and covered strategies and 
initiatives related to the labor shortage challenge on Aruba. 
He pledged improve collaboration between government depart- 
ments such as DIMAS and DPL, in charge of immigration and 
labor. The minister talked at length about the exceptions granted 
to waiting job applicants, the changes in family reunifications, 
the changes in work permit application process, the introduction 
of a multiyear option, and the current tariff structure. 
At the end of the presentation a lively Q&A session followed. 


While the minister of Tourism & Public Health excused himself from 
the meeting due to unforeseen circumstances his office represen- 
tatives went on to introduce the proposed HORECA permit fees 
and the creation of a new authority in charge of permit issuance 
and supervision under the Licensing Regulation. This new central 
supervisory body, the Aruba Quality & Hospitality Authority, 
AQHA, will be specifically responsibly for quality control and 
enforcement. It will be a semi-public Sui Generis, also in charge 
of vacation rental permits, lodging, hotels, and restaurants, from 
start of finish, a one stop shop. 
Since the AQHA must be self-sufficient, the question of fees will 


be revisited, before the launch of the program, in the first quarter 
of 2024. 


Another welcomed update involved the Aruba Hospitality and 
Security Foundation, AH&SF, now home to the Tourism Security 
Patrol Aruba, TSPA. According to Dylan Molina & Patrick 
Melchiors, the AH&SF was founded by AHATA in 2001 to support 
safety and security in the tourism zone. It was financed by the 
Aruba Tourism Authority, with funds generated from the tourism 
levy and was run by tourism partners, such as AHATA, ATA, ATSA, 
ATIA and the Aruba police Corp. Now with the help of Cameleon 
Associates the Tourism Security Patrol Aruba will be created to 
increase visibility of law enforcement in the areas of Palm Beach 
& Eagle Beach. Cameleon Associates will also help train private 
security professionals and continue training the public ones to 
enhance the safety and security of Aruba’s residents and tour- 
ists, effective November 2023. 


Two more agenda items were the budget presentation and 
approval by treasurer Jurgen van Schaijk, for 2024 and the 
election of a new board member, Rina Geerman, to replace the 
retiring board member Jessica Franken, La Cabana beach Resort 
& Casino. 
Toward the end of the meeting a brief overview of TPEF, the 
Tourism Product Enhancement Fund, by ATSA member Sulaika 
Kelly, Playa Linda beach Resort, reported on a number of beau- 
tification projects around the island, and ATSA member Pedro 
Vargas, Marriott Ocean Club, commented on the positive devel- 
opment at the Security Foundation, 
The meeting closed after more than two hours; it was filled with 
important business information. 


ATSA was established in 1994, and currently counts the active 
membership of the majority of vacation ownership properties in 
Aruba. The Association works on a local level, as a supporting 
member of AHATA, the Aruba Hotel and Tourism Association, and 
with other local organizations as well as Government entities. On 
a regional level, where Aruba continues to receive recognition as 
a model vacation ownership destination, ATSA has professional 
ties with the Caribbean Hotel & Tourism Association and also 
benefits from continuous collaboration with ARDA, the American 
Resort Development Association. 


ATSA host its quarterly members’ meeting at La Cabana 
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ON the occasion of the quarterly Members’ 
Meeting, Luigi Heredia, President, Aruba 
Timeshare Association, addressed an 
audience of hoteliers at La Cabana Beach 
Resort & Casino, delivering the latest 
updates regarding timeshare and vacation 
ownership. 
The timeshare industry was founded, he 
said, to create opportunities for owners 
to access popular destinations and stay 
in world-class accommodations, those 
statements are true especially for Aruba 
who takes credit for the best beaches in 
the Caribbean. 
What ATSA members passionately know 
in their hearts to be true, is that vacation 
ownership is the best way to vacation. 


AS per the ATA reports there has been the 
significant shift in accommodations with 
an increase in the category we call “other” 
including vacation rentals, condos, and 
homes. The “other” category now repre- 
sents 27.3% of market share. Timeshare 
continues to capture 27.3% of the arrival 
market, with no change from 5 years ago 
and the 2018 report. Timeshare claims 
31.1% market share of “nights,” because 
our members stay longer. This % will 
decline over the next coming years as 
currently there are no new development 
of timeshare properties in Aruba but many 
new condos, private vacation rentals and 
hotels are in the pipeline. 
Today’s timeshare owners are younger 
than ever, and they love timeshare. 
Timeshares is back, and this time, it’s not 
just for grandparents. 


What was considered old, is new again— 
and that goes for timeshares, they are back 
in a totally different and better package 
and seeing record sales. 
In fact, a 2022 study, by ARDA, American 
Resort Development Association, found 
that Gen Z and Millennials now account 
for more than half of all timeshare owners, 
57%, and more than half of new sale 
purchasers, 53%. 


I can personally attest that at Costa Linda 
we are now seeing younger owners buying 
timeshare, not only are they buying but 
they are also opting for more than the 
traditional one week. I have also learned 
from these young owners that they are 
opting for timeshare because they have 
learned from the pandemic experience 
that timeshare destinations are safer, and 
they offer a caring family feel. 


The timeshare industry has evolved signif- 
icantly in the last few decades to become 
an attractive vacation option for younger 
customers, and the results speak for them- 
selves. Today’s timeshare products allow 
for flexibility. Owners clearly enjoy these 
options and continue to rate “overall flex- 
ibility” and “exchange opportunities” as 
their top reasons for purchasing time- 
share. 


The 2022 report found an astounding 
90% satisfaction rate among owners. Even 
more, 84% of owners would purchase a 
timeshare product again – a significant 
increase from 77% in 2020. Moreover, 
82% of all owners would recommend time- 
share in general. In Aruba we also get a 
high satisfaction rate from our members, 
we see the loyalty our members have, 
returning time after time, even through 
difficult and challenging times. 


So much of the growth that timeshares are 
experiencing can be traced to the indus- 
try’s evolution toward meeting the needs 
and desires of today’s travelers. Revamped 
points-based systems allow members to 
adjust their travel plans, making a time- 


share an excellent choice for young 
people who are just starting their careers 
and need the flexibility to accommodate 
any job changes or moves. Now, owners 
can have a home away from home around 
the world, a place where they can relax 
and unwind without the hassles of a tradi- 
tional hotel stay or an unregulated vaca- 
tion rental. 


Of course, the industry still has its critics. 
Some argue that ownership fees and main- 
tenance costs can be a turn-off, especially 
for those on a tight budget. Additionally, 
while not the case for all timeshare prop- 
erties, the idea of being tied to a specific 
property or location can be unappealing 
for those who prefer the flexibility of a more 
traditional vacation rental. Fortunately for 
Aruba we have different, varied timeshare 
options. Something for everyone. 
A TUG study, Timeshare Users Group, found 
that 79% of owners indicated they go on 
more vacations than they would other- 
wise, without their timeshare. ARDA 
research found that timeshare owners 
took an average of four vacations in 2021. 


Our industry is well positioned when 
compared to other travel and hospitality 
providers and timeshares offer large 
accommodation at a time where “work 
from anywhere” is the new norm. 


We need to continue protecting the time- 
share industry in Aruba, which we refer to 
as the backbone of the tourism industry 
here. We must keep inflation in check, in 
spite of the increase in the cost of doing 
business, taxes and labor force chal- 
lenges. Timeshare in Aruba is now in its 
46th year, and is also challenged by an 
aging labor population. 


The timeshare industry has always been, 
and remains, committed to meeting the 
needs, wants and expectations of its 
owners and employees, taking care of its 
community – and it’s clear we’re hitting 
the mark, there truly is a timeshare expe- 
rience for everyone.

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CHILD abuse is a grave and pervasive issue that affects 
the lives of countless children worldwide. While politics and 
government initiatives can play a crucial role in addressing 
this problem, several inherent challenges limit their effec- 
tiveness in completely eradicating child abuse. 
Firstly, child abuse is often a deeply hidden and underre- 
ported problem. Many cases go unnoticed due to victims’ 
fear, family secrecy, and social stigma. Political solutions 
primarily rely on reported cases, making it difficult to gauge 
the full extent of the issue accurately. 


Secondly, child abuse is complex and multifaceted, with 
various forms such as physical, emotional, sexual, and 
neglect. Addressing these distinct forms requires a compre- 
hensive and nuanced approach. Political agendas may prior- 
itize certain aspects, leaving gaps in protection and support 
for children affected by less visible forms of abuse. 


Additionally, child abuse often occurs within the confines of 
the family unit. Intervening in family matters raises ethical 
and legal dilemmas, and overreaching government actions 
can infringe on personal freedoms. Striking a balance 
between protecting children and respecting individual rights 
is a complex challenge for policymakers. 


Lastly, political agendas can be influenced by short-term 
goals and public opinion. Child abuse prevention and inter- 
vention require consistent, long-term efforts that extend 
beyond electoral cycles. Political commitment may fluctuate, 
potentially leading to inconsistent policies and resources. 


While politics can certainly contribute to the fight against 
child abuse through legislation, funding for support services, 
and awareness campaigns, it is essential to recognize the 
limitations of political solutions. Addressing child abuse 
demands a collaborative effort involving not only govern- 
ment but also communities, families, educators, health- 
care professionals, and the public. Only by recognizing the 
complexity of the issue and working together can we hope 
to make meaningful progress in preventing and addressing 
child abuse effectively.

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CLUB co-owner David Beckham is report- 
edly eager to bolster his team’s ranks with the 
addition of Croatian international Luka Modric.

Inter Miami, who have already acquired former 
Barcelona stars Sergio Busquets and Jordi Alba, 
has also been linked with former Barcelona and 
current Gremio forward Luis Suárez. Suárez, who 
is currently with the Brazilian Serie A team, has 
been mentioned as potentially available at the 
conclusion of the league campaign. 


Beckham’s ambition to assemble a star-studded 
team at Inter Miami is becoming increasingly 
evident, with Modric being the latest addition to 
the list of marquee names associated with the 
MLS club.

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WITH just under two weeks remaining in the 2023 MLB 
regular season, the focus is already shifting towards 
October for several teams. The Atlanta Braves, riding a wave 
of success, were the first to secure a postseason spot and 
followed that achievement by clinching the NL East title. 
Joining them in the playoff picture, the Los Angeles Dodgers 
locked down the NL West. In the American League, the 
Baltimore Orioles and Tampa Bay Rays also punched their 
postseason tickets. Meanwhile, the wild-card race is heating 
up, featuring teams like the Seattle Mariners, Philadelphia 
Phillies, and Chicago Cubs vying for those coveted spots. 


Beyond the divisional battles, numerous intriguing story- 
lines are unfolding as the regular season reaches its conclu- 
sion, setting the stage for an exciting October. 
As the season winds down, here’s a breakdown of the current 
playoff scenarios, key matchups to watch, and insights into 
the postseason schedule. 


American League Playoff Race 
Despite spending a significant portion of the season leading 
the AL East, the Tampa Bay Rays now find themselves as the 
top wild-card team. The Baltimore Orioles surged ahead in 
late July to claim the division’s top spot. In the same divi- 
sion, the Boston Red Sox are gradually losing their grip on 
playoff contention. Meanwhile, the Toronto Blue Jays are 
locked in a fierce battle for the final wild-card berths. 


Their competition includes the Texas Rangers, who, like 
the Rays, held the division lead for an extended period this 
season but are now fighting for a postseason berth. The 
Seattle Mariners, who briefly overtook the Rangers in the AL 
West, are now chasing the Houston Astros for the division 
title. In contrast, the Minnesota Twins seem poised to repre- 
sent the AL Central in October. 


National League Playoff Landscape 
The National League features divisional races that are not as 
closely contested, with the Dodgers on the verge of securing 
a division title alongside the Braves. The Milwaukee Brewers 
have maintained a stronghold in the NL Central. 


The NL wild-card race, however, promises excitement. While 
the Phillies currently control the first two wild-card slots, 
five teams—the Chicago Cubs, Arizona Diamondbacks, 
Cincinnati Reds, Miami Marlins, and San Francisco Giants— 
are in close proximity, vying for the remaining positions. 
Of note, Miami and Cincinnati have emerged as surprises, 
defying preseason expectations as they compete for a spot 
in the postseason. 


As October approaches, the MLB playoff landscape is filled 
with suspense, as teams jostle for position, and unexpected 
contenders make their mark in the quest for baseball’s ulti- 
mate prize. 


MLB Playoff Picture: 


Clinched Teams, Scenarios, and Schedule 
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AT the Japanese Grand Prix, Max Verstappen, driving for 
Red Bull Racing, clinched a dominant victory, edging closer 
to securing the Formula 1 drivers’ title while simultaneously 
sealing Red Bull’s grip on this year’s constructors’ cham- 
pionship. Verstappen faced an initial challenge from the 
McLaren duo at the race’s onset, but he lived up to Lando 
Norris’ pre-race prediction that suggested McLaren would 
struggle to catch him if he led beyond Turn 2. 


As the 53-lap race at Suzuka unfolded, Verstappen extended 
his lead, eventually finishing a commanding 19.3 seconds 
ahead of Norris. The only real contest Verstappen encoun- 
tered was at the start, defending his lead into the first corner 
against Oscar Piastri. Norris, cleverly positioning himself on 
the outside, managed to displace Piastri but couldn’t over- 
take Verstappen. 
On a restart following a lap 1 safety car due to debris from a 
Bottas-Albon incident, Norris tried to challenge Verstappen 
again. However, Max accelerated out of the Casio Triangle, 
ensuring his lead remained unthreatened. 


Verstappen’s performance not only secured his individual 
lead but also guaranteed Red Bull’s sixth constructors’ 
championship during their 19 seasons in F1. 
McLaren celebrated a 2-3 finish, with Piastri securing his 


maiden podium. Although Piastri initially undercut Norris 
after the first pit stops, he struggled to match Norris’s pace, 
and Norris reclaimed his position early in lap 27. 


Charles Leclerc briefly threatened Piastri’s podium hopes, 
stuck behind a one-stopping George Russell post-second 
pit stops, but couldn’t make a move once Piastri overtook 
Russell. Leclerc finished 7.5 seconds behind Piastri. 
Lewis Hamilton executed a successful undercut on Carlos 
Sainz to claim fifth place. Despite Mercedes’ attempt to 
replicate his Singapore GP strategy by instructing Hamilton 
to give DRS to Russell, Hamilton held off Sainz. 


Fernando Alonso, initially making an impressive start to the 
race, ultimately settled for eighth after switching to hard 
tires early on. Alonso expressed frustration with his team’s 
strategy, feeling left to fend for himself. 


Red Bull’s resurgence saw Pierre Gasly securing the final 
points position in tenth, while Sergio Perez’s ill-fated 
attempt to overtake Kevin Magnussen resulted in a penalty 
and retirement. 
As for Williams, Albon and Logan Sargeant retired due to 
car damage, with Sargeant inadvertently spinning Valtteri 
Bottas into retirement after a contact incident. 


Verstappen’s Dominance at Japanese GP 
Seals Red Bull’s Championship Victory 
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IN their recent Pac-12 matchup on September 23, 2023, 
the Oregon Ducks, ranked 10th, handed the 19th-ranked 
Colorado Buffaloes a resounding defeat with a final score of 
42-6. Bo Nix led the way for Oregon, throwing three touch- 
down passes and accumulating 276 passing yards. Troy 
Franklin was a standout, catching eight passes for 126 
yards and scoring two touchdowns. Notably, the Oregon 
defense sacked Shedeur Sanders, Colorado’s quarterback, 
seven times, while Michael Harrison managed to secure the 
Buffaloes’ sole touchdown. 


Oregon’s dominance was evident as they raced to a 35-0 
lead by halftime. Coach Dan Lanning had fired up his team 
with a pregame speech, taking aim at the hype surrounding 
Deion Sanders’ Colorado squad, stating, “The Cinderella 
story’s over, men. They’re fighting for clicks, we’re fighting 
for wins. There’s a difference.” 


Despite the one-sided game, Lanning showed respect for 
Sanders and his program, acknowledging, “I think that 
team’s heading in the right direction. I think that coach is 
doing a phenomenal job.” 


Deion Sanders had previously led a remarkable turnaround 
for Colorado, winning their first three games, including 


a thrilling double-overtime victory over Colorado State. 
However, the Buffaloes’ momentum came to a halt against 
the Ducks. 
The game featured high-profile attendees, with Nike 
co-founder Phil Knight and former NFL star Terrell Owens 
showing support. Oregon’s mascot even donned a cowboy 
hat and sunglasses, mimicking Sanders’ signature style. 


Bo Nix’s outstanding performance, completing his first 11 
passes and finishing with 28 of 33 completions, was a high- 
light. He also rushed for an 11-yard touchdown. On the other 
side, Shedeur Sanders, Deion’s son and Colorado’s quarter- 
back, faced immense pressure, getting sacked seven times 
and completing 23 of 33 passes for 159 yards. 


Despite the loss, Deion Sanders rejected the notion that 
his team needed humbling, emphasizing their confidence. 
Oregon’s victory was marked by touchdowns on their first 
three possessions, setting the tone for their commanding 
win. 


Colorado played without Travis Hunter, a versatile player who 
had contributed significantly to both defense and offense 
but was sidelined due to a lacerated liver from a late hit in 
their previous game against Colorado State. 


Colorado Buffaloes first defeat 
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ARRIVA, the transportation company, has taken its aspira- 
tions to extend its footprint in the Dutch rail market a step 
further by appealing to the Dutch competition authority ACM. 
Anne Hettinga, Chief Executive of Arriva, recently disclosed 
in an interview with Volkskrant that the company is seeking 
approval to assume control over 24 local stop train services 
and two intercity routes currently operated by the Dutch 
state-owned railway firm NS. 


These routes constitute a vital component of the primary 
Dutch railway network, automatically assigned to NS due 
to its complete state ownership. Arriva, a subsidiary of the 
German state railway company Deutsche Bahn, has persis- 
tently strived to gain a more significant presence in the 
Dutch market, yet its efforts have been met with resistance 
thus far. 
To advance its ambitions, Arriva has presented a meticulous, 
step-by-step approach to the ACM. The proposed expansion 


includes introducing new routes such as an Amsterdam- 
Hoorn service and a route connecting Zwolle and Utrecht. 
Moreover, Arriva is eager to assume the NS concession for 
railway services between the Netherlands and Brussels. 


The upcoming eight-year rail services concession, slated 
to run from 2025 to 2033, awaits parliamentary approval. 
Notably, members of parliament have expressed apprehen- 
sion regarding NS’s intentions to implement higher ticket 
prices during peak travel periods. 


Arriva currently administers regional train and bus services 
in several Dutch provinces, encompassing Groningen, 
Friesland, Gelderland, and Limburg. As it continues its 
pursuit of an expanded role in the Dutch rail landscape, the 
outcome of its appeal to the Dutch competition authority will 
be of substantial interest to both the transportation industry 
and commuters alike. 


Arriva’s Bid to Expand Train Services Sparks 
Appeal to Dutch Competition Authority 
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THE Philippines has issued a strong condemnation of the 
actions taken by China’s coast guard in a disputed region 
of the South China Sea. Specifically, the Philippines has 
expressed its concerns regarding the installation of what it 
has referred to as a “floating barrier.” This development has 
reportedly obstructed Filipino fishing vessels from accessing 
and conducting fishing operations in the area. 


The spokesperson for the Philippine coast guard, Jay Tarriela, 
delivered this official statement following the discovery of 
the barrier during a routine maritime patrol conducted by 
Philippine vessels. This barrier, measuring approximately 
300 meters (984 feet) in length, was identified in the 
Southeastern part of Bajo de Masinloc. 


In an official statement, Tarriela conveyed the profound 
dismay of the country, stating, “The Philippine coast guard 
and Bureau of Fisheries and Aquatic Resources unequivo- 
cally denounce the installation of a floating barrier by the 
China coast guard in the Southeastern sector of Bajo de 
Masinloc. This barrier obstructs the passage of Filipino 
fishing vessels and jeopardizes their fishing activities and 
livelihood.” 


Accompanying Tarriela’s statement were photographic 
evidence of the alleged barrier, along with allegations that 
three Chinese coast guard vessels and a vessel from the 
Chinese maritime militia had deployed this barrier subse- 
quent to the arrival of a Philippine government vessel in the 
region. 


This incident comes in the wake of the recent release of 
footage by the Philippine Coast Guard, which highlighted 
significant environmental damage to coral reefs and marine 
ecosystems in the Rozul Reef and Escoda Shoal areas of the 
South China Sea. The Philippines has attributed this envi- 
ronmental degradation to the actions of China’s shadowy 
maritime militia and contends that their activities have 
inflicted considerable harm on the marine environment 
under Philippine jurisdiction. 


Furthermore, Tarriela raised the possibility of coral disposal, 
stating, “The presence of crushed corals strongly suggests 
a potential act of disposal, potentially involving previously 
processed and cleaned deceased corals being returned to 
the seabed.” 


In response, China’s foreign ministry has categorically 
dismissed these allegations as “unfounded and lacking 
basis,” while urging the Philippine authorities to refrain 
from utilizing fabricated information. It is noteworthy that 
Chinese vessels have been known to deploy floating barriers 
when they detect a significant presence of Filipino fishing 
vessels in the area, as reported by Filipino fishermen. 


Bajo de Masinloc, also known as the Scarborough Shoal, is of 
strategic significance and serves as a critical fishing ground 
situated to the west of the Philippine island of Luzon. This 
shoal is among the numerous disputed islands and reefs 
within the South China Sea, a region that has experienced a 
plethora of territorial disputes.

A concerning trend has emerged at Dutch universities, with 
reports of sexual harassment doubling over the past four 
years, according to a study by the radio program Argos. 
The research, which examined harassment and social safety 
issues at the country’s 13 universities, revealed a signifi- 
cant rise in incidents related to the “Me Too” movement. The 
number of reports made to independent integrity officers 
increased from 141 in 2019 to 300 in the previous year. 
Over a four-year period, a total of 4,652 reports were filed, 
including instances of bullying and various forms of harass- 
ment, with 812 cases involving sexually inappropriate 
behavior. Remarkably, only 2% of these reports progressed 
to formal complaints, shedding light on the challenges of 
addressing these issues within university environments. 


Mariëtte Hamer, who is conducting a government inves- 
tigation into sexual harassment at academic institutions, 
acknowledged that the surge in reports within just three 
years signifies a “serious problem” at universities. However, 
she also noted that the increase might be attributed to a 
greater willingness among individuals to come forward 
rather than solely reflecting an escalation in incidents. 


Argos particularly highlighted the situation at Radboud 
University in Nijmegen, where reports of inappropriate 
behavior surged from 69 to 225 over the four-year period. 
The timing of this revelation coincided with the admission 
by Radboud’s rector that he had made two “sexually inap- 
propriate” comments to a female colleague at an event in 
January 2017. Although he received a formal warning, he 


retained his position while the female colleague eventually 
left the university, nearly two years after the incident. 


This concerning pattern of sexual harassment reports 
follows earlier research by the students’ organization ISO 
in 2022, which found that approximately 20% of Dutch 
students had encountered bullying, discrimination, black- 
mail, or sexual harassment. Shockingly, nearly two-thirds 
of such incidents went unreported, often because students 
perceived the cases as not serious enough. 


The data also aligns with previous findings by education 
inspectors, who estimated that around 4% of Dutch students 
had experienced unacceptable sexual behavior, with half of 
the perpetrators being associated with educational institu- 
tions. Bullying and discrimination were identified as addi- 
tional issues of concern. 


In early 2022, the director of the Amsterdam Fashion 
Institute (AMFI) resigned due to his perceived inability to 
bring about a culture change at the institution. Students 
had demanded his resignation, citing his alleged disregard 
for signals of abuse, including the habitual humiliation of 
students by teachers and comments with sexual and racial 
overtones. 


The increasing number of reports at Dutch universities 
underscores the urgent need for proactive measures and a 
comprehensive approach to addressing sexual harassment 
within academic communities. 


Surge in Reports of Sexual Harassment 
at Dutch Universities Raises Concerns 
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IN a historic achievement, NASA 
has successfully retrieved a pristine 
asteroid sample, a monumental step 
in advancing our understanding of the 
solar system’s origins and enhancing 
our ability to assess potential future 
asteroid impacts on Earth. 


Seven years after its launch, the 
OSIRIS-REx spacecraft, an acronym 
for Origins, Spectral Interpretation, 
Resource 
Identification, 
Security, 
Regolith Explorer, executed a preci- 
sion maneuver, delivering the precious 
sample from the near-Earth asteroid 
Bennu to our planet on Sunday. 


Having commenced its mission in 2016, 
OSIRIS-REx reached Bennu in 2018, 
collecting the sample in 2020 before 
embarking on its challenging journey 
back to Earth in May 2021. The mission 
encompassed a staggering 3.86 billion 
miles, highlighting NASA’s commit- 
ment to pioneering space exploration. 


The capsule carrying approximately 
8.8 ounces of asteroid rocks and soil 
was released from a distance of 63,000 
miles above Earth’s surface, reentering 
the atmosphere at a breathtaking speed 
of 27,650 miles per hour. Expertly 
designed parachutes safely deceler- 
ated the capsule to a gentle 11 miles 
per hour touchdown in Utah’s Defense 
Department’s Test and Training Range. 


NASA Administrator Bill Nelson hailed 
the mission’s success, lauding the 
team’s extraordinary efforts in bringing 
home the largest asteroid sample ever 
received on Earth. He emphasized that 
NASA’s achievements inspire and unite 
people, demonstrating that what once 
seemed impossible can indeed become 
reality. 


OSIRIS-REx’s mission doesn’t end with 


this milestone. The spacecraft has 
been redirected to investigate another 
asteroid, now bearing the name 
OSIRIS-APEX, symbolizing its new role 
as Origins, Spectral Interpretation, 
Resource 
Identification, 
Security- 
APophis EXplorer. 


Following the landing, a team of experts 
carried out assessments to ensure the 
capsule remained intact after with- 
standing extreme conditions during 
reentry. Careful handling was essen- 
tial, considering the capsule reached 
temperatures of up to 5,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


Samples collected from the landing 
site, including air, dust, and dirt parti- 
cles, were subjected to thorough scru- 
tiny. The meticulous examination aims 
to ascertain the sample’s pristine 
nature, crucial for unbiased scientific 
analysis. Steps were taken to prevent 
any contamination from Earth’s atmo- 
sphere during the transfer. 


The sample was carefully trans- 
ported to a temporary clean room 
nearby, where a nitrogen purge was 
conducted to maintain sample integ- 
rity. Subsequently, the capsule’s larger 
components were removed, facilitating 
the sample’s access for scientists. 


While detailed results from the sample 
analysis will be shared during a NASA 
broadcast from the Johnson Space 
Center on October 11, preliminary 
investigations will commence earlier. 
A portion of the sample will be exam- 
ined for initial insights, with scien- 
tists poised to study the rocks and soil 
meticulously over the next two years. 


The scientific community anticipates 
groundbreaking revelations about our 
solar system’s early history and the 
delivery of crucial elements like water 
by carbonaceous asteroids such as 
Bennu. These asteroids played a vital 
role in the Earth’s formation, making 
them invaluable cosmic time capsules. 


Furthermore, the sample will offer 
insights into Bennu’s composition, 
essential for assessing the risk of 
future asteroid collisions with Earth. 
This knowledge is pivotal for devel- 
oping strategies to mitigate poten- 
tial threats by understanding asteroid 
composition and orbits accurately. 
As we embark on this new phase of 
scientific exploration, the asteroid 
sample brings us one step closer to 
unraveling the mysteries of our solar 
system’s birth and evolution, safe- 
guarding our planet from potential 
cosmic hazards. 


NASA’s Successful Retrieval of Pristine Asteroid 
Sample Unveils Insights into Solar System Origins 
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FLORIDA authorities have identified a woman who tragi- 
cally lost her life after an alarming encounter with an alli- 
gator. The incident occurred in Largo, located in the Tampa 
Bay area, prompting swift responses from authorities. 


The Pinellas County Sheriff’s Office has confirmed the 
victim as Sabrina Peckham, aged 41. The distressing inci- 
dent began when authorities received a call regarding an 
alligator in the water around 1:50 p.m. on a Friday. 


Witness JaMarcus Bullard, who spoke to our affiliate, 
described the harrowing scene. He recounted seeing an 
alligator with a body in its mouth and immediately started 
recording the unsettling sight. 


In response to this tragic situation, officials took action to 
humanely euthanize the 13-foot, 8.5-inch male alligator.

While alligators are not uncommon in the area, resident 
Jennifer Dean, speaking to Spectrum News 13, expressed 
her shock at the size of the reptile involved in this incident. 
She mentioned that neighbors alerted her to the presence 
of the alligator, and during their vigil, they heard a shot, 
presumably signifying the alligator’s demise. 


The loss of Sabrina Peckham serves as a somber reminder 
of the potential dangers posed by wildlife in Florida’s water- 


ways. It also underscores the need for vigilance and safety 
precautions when living in or visiting regions where alliga- 
tors are a part of the natural habitat.
